PATRIARCHAL UNIFORM, 

After a warm discussion on the merits and 
demerits of the proposed uniform, taken 
part in by P. G, Sire Nicholson, Rep. San- 
ders, of New York, Rep. Callahan, of Maine, 
and others, the committee’s, as amended, 
was adopted, It is as follows: 

The special committee, appointed in ac- 
cordance with the resolution of Representa- 
tive Turner, of Obio, found on page 5959 of 
the Journal of the last session, beg leave 
to report that they have duly considered the 
subject of astreet uniform, and submit the 
following report : 

Resolved, That the uniforiuis of the Patri- 
archal branch of the order, to be worn on 
public occasions, shall consist of the follow- 
ing: 

lL. (hapeau.—A black chapeau with three 
plumes, two black with one royal purple 
running between the black and over the 
center of the chapeau; gilt crossed crooks 
ona black rosette with a purple center on 
left side of the chapean. 

2. batigue Cap.—A black cloth fatigue eap 
of the present navy style, three inches high, 
a black leather strap one-half inch wide in 
front, fastened by two round gilt buttons hay- 
ing three links, and crossed crooks embossed 
thereon; aone and three-quarter inch tent- 
shaped gilt ornament in front; around the 
lower edye a purple velvet band one inch 
wide with a smail gilt cord oneach edge of 
the band. 

3. Laldric—A pointed Baldric of royal 
purple velvet, four inches wide, trimmest 
with yellow lace one-half inch wide, with a 
row of guilt braid one-eighth of an inch 
wide on each edge, with crossed crooked 
three inches in Jength, emebrcidered on 
fronte entre; the Baldric to be worn from 
the right shoulder to the left hip, aud under 
the sword belt. 

4. Gotuntiels~-Black gloves, with cuffs 
made of Koyal Purps.Welvet five and one- 
half inches wide, with crossed crooks three 
inches in length embroidered on the back of 
each cuff, gilt braid one-cighth of an inch 
wide around the edges; the cults to be either 
connected with the glove or detached. 

5. Belt—The belt tobe of purple velvet, 
one and three-quarter inches wide, with two 
stripes of gilt lace owe quarter of an inch 
wide at equal distances from the edges of 
the belt; two short metal link chains sus- 
pended from slidivge straps on belt, with 
hook for fatigue cap. 

6. Svord—The sword to be o6 inches in 
length, black gcip, three-link cross bar, and 
tent on head of hilt, of vellow metal; the 
seabbard to be of yellow metal, embossed 
or engraved with appropriate emblems with 
acorn-shaped end. ‘The sword to be hung by 
the chains attached to belt, running to rings 
placed on the sides of the scabbard two and 
one-half inches below the top; the sword 
when worn to be in a perpendicular position. 

7. Coat—The coat to be a plain black 
frock. 
$. Junts—Plain black pantaloons, usual 
style. 

9. Ofieers—The Chief Captain’s uniform 
shall be as before described, except the belt 
shall be of yellow velvet, with black edges ; 
and he shall wear on the left arm, midway 
between the shoulder and elbow, a gilt equi- 
lateral triangle, with sides three and one- 
haly inehes in length, on royal purple velvet, 
with crossed batons in the centre. 

10. The Subordinate Captain’s uniform 
shall be the same as Chief Captain’s, except 
the centre device in the triangle, which shall 
consist of a single baton. 

11. The uniform of elective oflicers of an 
Encampment and members of a Grand En- 
campment, shall be that prescribed for the 
kK. P. members, with the addition ‘of a gilt 
fringe two inches in length around the outer 
edge of the baldric with jewels of office sus- 
pe. ded by purple ribbon and gilt bar pins 
from the left breast and equilateral triangle 
on left arm with emblem of rank embroider- 
ed in the centre. 

12. The uniform of the elective officers 
and past elective officers of a Grand En- 
campment, shall be that prescribed for its 
members, except that of the three alge to 
be worn on the chapeéan, one shall be purple, 
one black aud one yellow—the latter to be 
worn in the centre—the gilt fringe on the 
baldric shall be two and one-half inches wide 
—the belt shall be of plain gilt webbing one 
and three-quarter inches wide; the coat to be 
double-breasted with two rows of buttons in 
front, and a duubdle equilateral triangle on left 
arm with emblem of rank embroidered in 
center.

These receipts are very large, when the 
total receipts for all last season were only 
about 25,000 bales. Our correspondent 
adds: The weather is fine, and farmers 
are selling as fast as they can bring it in, 
but very few are holding; all scem satis- 
tied to take the present price. 

Our New Orleans special correspan- 
dent writes that picking is going on rap- 
idly, and that the receipts at that puwe 
will be large for the next month. 

We expect the receipts at Atlanta will 
be 10,000 bales during the month of Uec- 
tober. 

GEORGIA CROP.

A medical writer of eminence has been 
collecting evidence as to the chances of 
life which children have, upon being 
born, in different couniries. Ort ef 10,- 
000 children born it is found from official 
statistics that in Norway as many as 
7,415, or roughly speaking, three out of 
every four, live to be twenty years of 
age. In England only 6,627 so live, or 
773 fewer than in Norway. In thr 
United States boys have nearly as good 
chance of life as in England, while girls 
have not. But in France only 5,022, or 
scarecly more than one out of two reach 
twenty. While in Ireland no more than 
4,855, or actually one out of two, attain 
that age. More surprising are the statis- 
tics regarding old age. Ont of the 10,- 
000, forexample, we learn that in Nor. 
way 3,487, more than one out of three 
reach seventy, in England almost one 
out of fonr-—a trifle higher than in Eng- 
land; in France, 1,776, or about one of 
$15, and in Ireland only 861, or one out 
of 1i's. . if the table isto be depended 
upon, we.thus learn that of all the coun- 
tries in the world Norway offers the 
new-born child the best chance of long 
life, while Ireland offers the worst. And 
France, universally admitted to be so tar 
as soil an¢i climate are concerned one of 
the most favored regions of the earth, 
offers but little betterchances than Ire- 
land.

ANTI-MILLS MEETING. 


The Full and Harmonious Proceed- 
ings. 


A Mass Radical Meeting Called tor 
Monday Night. 


The dissatisfact‘on of the republicans 
here at the nomination of J. G. W. Mills 
for congress from this district seems to be 
steadily increasing as time 
several days a paper has been circulated 
amorig the brethren here to obtain their 
names toaa call for an anti-Mills meet- 
ing. An effort was made to hold this 
meeting last night, but from some cause 
it resulted in a complete failure, proba- 
bly from want of sufficient advertise- 
ment.

THE MEETING 


was understood to be held at the city 
hall, anda representative of Tur Con- 
STITUTION made his way to that place 
with the expectation of witnessing some- 
thing rich. Upon arriving at the gate he 
found atremendous meeting of four stand- 
ing outside with ex-Governor Bard in com- 
mand. The meeting was standing outside 
from the fact that the gates were locked, 
and they could not getin. After possess- 
ing their souls in patience for about a 
half hour, the mecting was re-inforced 
by the arrival of Mr. Swearinger, and 
three young gentlemen who came as 
spectators. Acolored brother about three 
anda half feet high was dispatched after 
Pat Fitzgibbons, the hall keeper, and in 
the meantime the company entertained 
themselves with a few pleasantries upon 
the unfortunate Mills and his candidacy. 
Mr. Swearivger thought the meeting 
could make a point upon their being 
locked out, as a democratic move to pre- 
vent their exercising their constitutional 


right of assembling in convention. He 
was informed that the demicrats had 


nothing to do with the matter, as the 
City Hall happened to be just now in 
charge of a hall keeper, and he had re- 
ceived no notification of any meeting.

Therefore 
Governor Bard movedthat the meeting 
adjourn to'the chairman's oflice on Broad 
street, another quarter of the meeting 
seconded the motion, and the last quarter 
voted in favor of it. The chair an- 
nounced the motion carried unanimous- 
ly, and the) meeting adjourned. 
RE-INFORCEMENTS SENT FOR, 
On the way to Mr. Conley’s oflice the 
meeting came upon two colored brothers, 
Messrs Craig and Johnson, and immedi- 
ately dispatched them for re-inforcements, 
The tedious journey was also beguiled by 
the pleasantries and wit of Mr. Swearin- 
ger. 
THE PROCEEDINGS. 
Having arrived without accident at the 
oftice of Mr. Conley, that gentleman 
moved that Dr. Samuel Bard take the 
chair. Two-fourths of the meeting voted 
in favor of this resolution, the other forth 
Mr. Swearinger, having disappeared for 
re-enforcements.

The Odd FelHows Finale — Legisla- 


tion of General Inaterest— 


Appointed Officers. 


[Special report for the Constitution. } 
The business of the annual session of 
the Grand Ledge of Odd Fellows was 
concluded this afternoon. The legisla- 
tion of the afternoon we give, to com- 
plete our full report of the proceedings 
of the annual communication. 
The report of the committee on appeals 
on the appeal of Past Grand Sire Stuart 
from the action of the Grand Lodge of 
the District of Columbia was aflirmed, 
whereby the decision of the Grand Master 
was reversed. 
AUTHORITY OF THE DEPUTY GRAND SIRE. 
The Judiciary Committee to whom 
was referred so much of the Communica- 
tion of the M. W. G. Sire as relates to the 
power and authority of the Deputy 
Grand Sire, to assume the discharge of 
all duties of the M. W. G. Sire, during 
his absence, requiring immediate atten- 
tion; and in connection therewith to de- 
Clare the power and authority of the 
Deputy Grand Sire in the matter of the 
contributious made for the relief of the 
suffering brothers at Memphis and Shreve- 
port during the prevalence of the vellow 
fever in 18/3, madean extended report, 
concludiny follows, which was 
adopted : 
By article 1, section 2, of our constitu- 
tion, this Grand Lodge ‘‘is the source of 
alltcue and legitimate Odd Fellowship 
in the United States of America, and pos- 
sesses such powers and jurisdiction over 
the whole brotherhood as are provided 
in the constitution and ritual of the or- 
der.” Your committee knows of no 
provision in the constitution or ritual 
which will enable this Grand Lodge, as 
the funds are now heid, to interfere with 
them or to order their division or pay- 
ment into the treasury of the Grand 
Lodge, even there to remain for use in 
the time of calamity, or to exercise any 
other power at tis time over them.

Your committee have examined the 
German translation of the ceremony for 
instituting subordinate lodyves, prepared 
by Bro. G. W. Ravens, of Ottawa, IIll- 
nois, and find that it is generally an accu- 
rate translation, rendered in well chosen 
language. Upon a close comparison with 
the English original, they find, however, 
that in several instances slight omissions 
and discrepancies occur, which have 
been indicated by pencil marks upon the 
manuscript in their hands. They find also 
that the title of the Deputy Grand Master 
has received a different version from that 
used in the German charge-books now in 
use. Believing that the order is in need 
of a German translation of the ceremony 
in question, we would offer for adoption, 
the following: 
fesolved, That the German translation 
of the ceremony for instituting subordi- 
nate Lodges prepared by Bro. Geo. W. 
Ravens, of Ottawa, Illinois, be returned 
to the author for correction in the points 
indiggted above. 
Resolved, That when the translation has 
been so perfected, to the satisfaction of 
the M. W. Grand Sire and R. W. Grand 
R. and C. Secretary, it be adopted and 
printed as the official translation, and 
furnished at the same price as other 
rituals.

‘The following report, in reference to 
the decision ofthe DB. G. Sire, interdict- 
ing the wearing of regalia by members at 
balls, was affirmed: 
The legislative committee, to whom 
was referred that part of the report ot 
Deputy Grand Sire, under the caption, 
‘‘Lodges in Montreal,” beg leave to re- 
port that sufficient authority already ex- 
ists to enable the propar oflicers to pro- 
hibit all improper acts, on the part of 
subordinates on anniversary and other 
festal occasions. A very large discre- 
tion has been allowed the Grand Sire and 
his deputies, and the heads of state juris-
